WALKING AROUND DEDDINGTON with RALPH ELSLEY 


' Walking around Deddington is not the same as walking round Deddington. For some 
-years after I retired I walked round Deddington and it was a pleasant if not very 
taxing exercise, with its own peculiar rewards. I was constantly meeting and 
getting to know people; I could appreciate the drastic reduction in the flow of 
traffic when the M40 was opened, and then measure with growing apprehension how it 
was building up again. In an Editorial for the Deddington News ten years ago I 
' commented upon the things to be observed on my daily excursions: "some slight 
modification to the sky-line, some quiet infilling, some indication of a change of 
tenure, some regrettable closing or hopeful new opening: all of which are part and 
parcel of the tranquil and essential drama of village life.” — 


A year or so ago I. had cause to take more vigorous exercise, so now I have 
extended my range. and seriously taken to walking around Deddington. I meet far 
fewer people, but there is ample chance to commune with Nature, and on the whole 
there is no great risk. Ken Hart tells me of the nasty shock he had when a hidden 
rook~scaring device went off behind a hedge he was passing, and I recall with 
anguish tripping and falling into a bed of nettles in flimsy summer attire. 
Moreover, one is a little apprehensive about chance encounters with strangers in 
remote spots (I always leave my wallet behind just in case). There can be no 
doubt, though, that the variety and scope of travelling further afield are ample 
rewards for the extra effort and possible hazards involved. 


I have provided a map (see insert with this issue) which covers all the routes 
that I regularly take. I aim to walk five miles a day and there is plenty of 
choice. In the next few issues I will suggest a series of walks based on this plan 
and provide a separate sketch each time with notes and observations. The distances 
will be from 3 to 6 miles and I shall indicate how long they make take. 


In the course of a year I have found that conditions vary enormously according 
to the season. The best walking tends to be in the drier summer months (when it is 
not too hot) or in the crisp clear winter days when the ground is firm and clean. 

I discovered, to my surprise, that the late Spring and early Summer can prove 
difficult as the luxuriant growth of grass, weeds and nettles (and even tree- 
branches) can sometimes present a virtually insurmountable obstacle. It is also 
wise to check the force and direction of the wind when deciding which route to 
take. For this our church is an invaluable help with its resplendent vanes. 


I shall also bear in mind in my recommendations that some gradients - 
depending on the walker's condition - may prove rather too much, especially at the 
end of a long and tiring walk. Deddington starts off by being pretty high up in 
the world and what goes down has also to come up, sometimes rather sharply. 


Inevitably there is, and it is part of the pleasure, an unpredictable element 
in such venturing forth. It can be quite disarming how familiar landmarks can 
shift or disappear overnight: tractors may suddenly transform an easy walk-way 
into a challenging quagmire - in fact only today in a narrow lane I found myself 
confronting a flock of sheep being driven to drier pastures. It is not always easy 
even with map in hand to find one's way - the signposting is pretty desultory. It 
took me weeks to locate Bowman's Bridge, and once or twice I have emerged from an 
unmarked track past a notice declaring that all along I have been trespassing. I 
did this last summer in the New Forest, and read too late on the front of the 
signboard "Beware Adders"! 


In conclusion let me recommend for those who would like some exercise without 
Wellingtons or walking boots the splendid new footpath to Hempton. It takes about 
twenty-five minutes each way, and if you want another twenty-five minute extension 
on clean roadway you can turn down to the left to Tomwell Farm half way along. 
There are some beautiful, open views on the right as you go out, once you have 
passed "Knotty Ash", with its unique display of gnomes and butterflies ~- but I will 
now leave it to you to make your own discoveries. <<<<

Until he retired, he was employed by 
Pressed Steel in Oxford. He served as a part-time fireman during and after the war and for a time was 
leading fireman. He married Mabel in 1936 and lived in Horsefair. They had two children, David and 
Penny. A devoted footballer, he was secretary, treasurer, groundsman and linesman of Deddington 
Football Club, a member of Oxfordshire Football Association for over 30 years and served on the 
Disciplinary Committee. He was also a keen gardener. 
11 February in Deddington, ROBERT PERCY TAYLOR, aged 91 years. 
Percy was born in Souldern and worked on a farm there until 1938. At a flower show in Deddington's 
Castle grounds, he met Florence, from Barford St Michael. They were married in 1922 and had three 
children, Ernest, Lois and Jo. In 1938 the family moved to Deddington where he worked on Butlin's farm. 
He retired at 65, though kept active around the village, was a keen gardener and loved the land, horses and 
dogs. 
12 February in Oxford Crematorium, SIR BRIAN KELLETT, aged 71 years. 
Brian was born in Romiley, Cheshire. After his father's early death, he won a scholarship to Manchester 
Grammar School and then went to Trinity College, Cambridge where he graduated with a first in 
Mathematics. In 1942 he joined the Admiralty working in anti-submarine warfare. He then moved to the 
Ministry of Transport and thence into industry. In 1955 he joined Tube Investments in Birmingham, 
becoming Chairman in 1976 as well as of its subsidiary, British Aluminium. In 1974 he became a 
non-executive director of Unigate, taking over as Chairman in 1991. He also served as a director of Nat: 
West Bank and Lombard North Central. He became Chairman of the Port of London Authority in 1985, 
retiring in 1992. 
He was a member of the Royal Commission on Standards in Public Life and of the Investment Management 
Regulatory Organisation. He also served as a Governor of Imperial College and the London Business 
School: He was knighted in 1979. 
Brian married Jane in 1947 and they had three daughters. He was a keen gardener and an active member of 
the church. Until recently he was a member of Deddington Parish Parochial Church Council. A service of 
Thanksgiving was held on 12 February.

DEDDINGTON 150 YEARS AGO by Buffy Heywood 


Extracts from the diaries of the Rev. Cotton Risley for the month of March 1844: 


1st MARCH ~ Sent Edmmd to Adderbury with a pork pie for Mr. Barber, who was better 
today, and a bottle of gin for old Nanny Smith. Finished bottling off the rhubarb 
wine, 23 dozen in all. 
ee ~ We heard from Betsy giving a miserable account of poor little dear 

Ve 
5th MARCH ~ The Assize Courts in Oxford - Smith from Ledwell was convicted of 
wef and imprisoned for 14 days only, the circumstances of the case being very 
peculiar. 
7th MARCH ~ Two women called on business having had a serious loss in the death of 
their sow pig and 10 young ones ~ I gave them 5/-d. towards their loss. I called 
at Jos. Clarke's to beg he would inform old James Gaydon that in consequence of his 
late disgraceful conduct at Banbury he should not any longer hold any land of mine. 
10th MARCH - Gave a certificate of ‘his brother John's baptism to Smoker Churchill 
who was going to Australia. (Someone from Australia visited our house a couple of 
years or so ago who was a descendent of the "Australian" Churchills). 
20th MARCH - In Brighton ~ Called on Miss Roberts and asked her to allow dearest 
Betsie to come and spend the day with me, which she acceded to. Talked over 
little Robert and Miss Miller's conduct with her ~ left her and had an interview 
with Miss Miller who received me and demeaned herself most uncourteously and unlike 
a well bred woman towards me. I ended the interview by bringing Robert away with 
me, I returned again in the afternoon and paid her bill for the whole half year 
tho' he had been under her care 8 weeks only. We had received repeated accounts 
from Betsy of the discomfort of the little fellow, who complained most of the 
conduct of a teacher named Neale towards him in having punished him for things he 
was not guilty of. 
21st MARCH - Robert and I left Brightori by the 9 O'clock train and reached home 
about 6 o'clock to the joy of his Mama.

Your report on the Parish Council's January meeting shows a split on the issue of a 
Precept for 1994-95, 

The Council's programme for capital projects and grants, together with 
inflation and falling interest rates, has reduced investment income in recent 
years. There have been warnings at past meetings that substantial precept (£50 
p.a. per average household?) may become necessary after next year. This will be 
for the next Council to decide and there may be choices. A large capital sum still 
remains and some parishioners will think that the income from it should be spent 
only if this will meet the Parish's annual expenditure on facilities' running and 
maintenance costs, without the need for levying a precept. Such parishioners 
presumably think that our large capital 'windfall' should free the Parish from levy 
of a precept for all time! If this means that users of new facilites have to pay a 
full economic price, this is only fair to other parishioners who have not benefited 
from much of recent capital expenditure. The needs of users who cannot pay the 
full and fair price can be better met by targeted subsidy according to need. 

Others may feel that the remaining capital should be carefully guarded, 
together with interest, for future Parish projects - with a full precept to meet 
all annual costs including these subsidies. Our future Councillors will need to 
consider these options and let us know their views in good time. ;
